In response to the Office Action dated November 7, 2002, please consider the following: 

REMARKS 

Claims 1-20 are pending. 

Rejection under 35 U>S>C, § 102(b): 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-14 and 16-18 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Muramatsu (US 5,170,998). Regarding claim 1, the Examiner stated that 
Muramatsu shows a pneumatically operated active vibration damping device, as in the present 
invention, comprising a first and a second mounting members 16, 22; an elastic body 14 partially 
defining a pressure receiving chamber 34; an easily deformable flexible diaphragm 58 partially 
defining an equilibrium chamber 60; a first orifice passage 68; an elastic oscillating plate 40 
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
